RUSSELS, Aug. 24.—Long lines of German military trucks were reported by border 
observers today to be moving within sight of the Belgian town of Eupen, former Ger- 
man territory. German fortifications facing the Belgian border were reported authorita- 
tively to have been occupied during the night. Numerous artillery pieces were seen being 
drawn into place. Official sources expressed disappointment that no direct response had 
been received from any major power to the forceful appeal for peace delivered last night 
by King Leopold on behalf of seven small nations.

“The German Reich's govern- 
ment and the Union of the 
Socialist Soviet Republics,

United Spirit of People Seen 


Outside in the streets thousands of grim-faced men and | 


women milled around Whitehall and Downing Street, while 
within the big government buildings war preparations were 


being pushed to perfection. 


A few minutes after the Prime Minister sat down the 
united spirit of the British people was demonstrated when 
Arthur Greenwood, acting leader of the Labor opposition, 
and Sir Archibald Sinclair, Liberal leader, pledged the sup- 
port of their parties to the government. 


George Lansbury, Labor, one of 


the grand old men of British politics 
and a confiremd Pacifist, saw the 
commoners show signs of restless- 


ness when he pleaded with the 
prime minister to give “Leadership 
in the cause of peace instead of 
| making preparations for war.” 


Urges Visit to Stalin in Moscow 


He urged Mr. Chamberlain to fly 


| to Moscow and see Joseph Stalin in 


an attempt to persuade the Soviet 


|leader to influence Hitler. 


While Mr. Chamberlain spoke in 
the commons his foreign secretary, 
Lord Halifax, made a statement 
along similar lines in the house of 
lords. 

The prime minister revealed 
Hitler's claim to a free hand in 
eastern Europe without interfer- 
ence from anywhere, came as a 
reply to a message delivered to 
Hitler yesterday through Sir 
Nevile Henderson, the British am- 
bassador to Berlin. This message 
restated Britain's own position— 
determination to stand by the 
Poles against Germany's increas- 
ed demands. 

“We still hope reason and sanity 
will find a way out,” he went on, 
But, he added with emphasis, “The 
issue of peace or war does not rest 
with us.” 

TURN TO DOMINIONS 

As the members and galleries 
cheered, Mr. Chamberlain said, 
“Naturally our minds are turned to- 
ward the dominions and I appreciate 
very warmly the pronouncements 
made by ministers in other parts of 
the commonwealth, 

“The indications which have 
been given from time to time, in 
some cases as recently as yester- 
day, of their sympathy with our 
patient efforts in the cause of 
Peace and their attitude in the un- 
happy event of those efforts prov- 
ing unsuccessful are a source of 
Profound encouragement to us.”

In Berlin the announcement was 
hailed with extraordinary cynicism 
as a great diplomatic victory which 
removed any danger of war since 
we and the French would no longer 
be likely to fulfil our obligations to 
Poland. We felt it our first duty 
to remove any such dangerous im- 
pression. 


STAND BY PLEDGES 

The house will recollect that the 
undertaking which we have given 
to Poland was given before any 
agreement was talked of with Rus- 
Sia and that it was not in any way 
made dependent on any such agree- 
ment being reached. How could 
we, with honor, go back upon such 
an obligation which we had so of- 
ten and so plainly repeated? There- 
fore our first act was to issue a 
Statemen: that our obligations to 
Poland and other countries remain-| 
ed unaffected.

Germany's Policy 


Germany has pinned its hope, in this 
crisis, on two separate policies. She has 
tried to break the will of the peace front 
to act as a shield against further conquest 
in Europe, and at the same time, has held 
her armies poised on Poland’s borders as 
an inducement to Britain to say she will 
not move to check Nazi aggression. Hit- 
ler feels the threat of war will drive Bri- 
tain and France to give in to his demands. 

He has shaken the big stick with which 
the peace front was to be splintered, but 
thus far it has not done all he wished. The 
terms of the Russian pact are a virtual 
political alliance between the Reich and 
the Soviet, coming short only of specified 
military aid. Russia has bound herself 
to refrain from co-operation with any 
group directly or indirectly aimed against 
Germany, which means she has chosen to 
come within the Nazi orbit instead of 
agreeing to a military alliance with Britain 
and France. Nor is there, as some hoped, 
any qualifying clause which would free 
Russia of her obligations if Germany at- 
tacked Poland or was guilty of any other 
aggression. 

Britain, however, seems resolved to 
honor her obligations to Poland, should 
reason falter in the minds of Germany's 
rulers and the grim and tragic decision to 
plunge the world into war really be made 
by Hitler and his advisers. 

In 1914, a divided cabinet and country 
forbade heroic Sir Edward Grey to warn 
Germany, almost until it was too late, that 
an attack 8n Belgium meant that the full 
force of England's invincible strength 
would have to be met. No such wavering 
exists today. In clear, precise, categori- 
cal, unmistakable terms, England has said 
what she will do if Germany steps over the 
thin line which now separates peace from 
war. Germany can be blind to that sol- 
emn warning only if she really believes 
that what Germany does to Poland is no 
concern of Britain or France. And if 
Germany does mean that, it is clear that 
the nation Hitler raised to such a position 
of arrogant strength in Europe is deter- 
mined to blot out by force any barrier 
which still may remain to block it from 
being the undisputed master of the des- 
tiny of other peoples. 

France, like Britain, does not want war, 
if it can be avoided without stabbing 
freedom in the back, and handing over 
Europe to the grim hegemony of a Ger- 
many inflamed with a passion for power. 
Like Britain, she has told Hitler what she 
plans to do. Her decision to order partial 
mobilization of her troops is clear evi- 
dence of her national will. On all sides 
warning signals flash upon Hitler to stop 
ere it is too late. The guilt of aggression 
will clearly lie upon Germany, and upon 
Germany alone. 

The Manchester Guardian, organ- 
voice of British liberty, stated the whole 
case in a few pregnant sentences when it 
spoke of the tragic folly of German pol- 
icy, rooted in the mistaken belief that free 
men will be ready to give up all they cher- 
ish so that the might of the Reich can be 
glorified. 

“Not so much on the Nazis now as on 
the German people,” it says, “rests the 
choice between peace and war; between 
the good neighbor and another attempted 
bout of ‘expansion’ by brute force. Twen- 
ty-five years after the beginning of the last 
disaster for Germany, what will their an- 
swer be, and how can we get the question 
fairly laid before them?” 

Again, The Guardian declares: “There 
is the German army as well as the Nazis 
to reckon with, and there is testimony 
from returned visitors of weight and 
judgment that there are plenty of Ger- 
mans who, even without encouragement 
from Hitler and his captains, still regard 
the destruction of the restored Poland as 
a national mission of which the seizure of 
Danzig would, of course, be not only the 
first step, but the inevitable master- 
stroke. If so Germany thinks and so Ger- 
many acts, then war will come, and not as 
a result of any traditional worship by this 
country of what John Bright called ‘that 
foul idol’ the Balance of Power, but simply 
because the Danzig settlement under the 
Versailles Treaty was not unjust, because 
the Poles are a people with a land of their 
own, which is not to be argued out of 
existence by past partitions or appeals to 
doctored history of the Teutonic Knights, 
and because the path of aggression must 
and shall be halted in the interests of al! 
countries, small or great, including Ger- 
many herself, For only when aggres- 


sion, by threat or by force, has plainly 
failed, will Germany's chance to show 
herself the good neighbor arrive.” 

Will Hitler and Germany believe that? 
If not, a dark prospect awaits mankind. 
The issues are too grave to let any word 
of winged passion or calculated malice up- 
set the delicately poised scales in which 
the chances for peace are now anxiously 
being weighed in the balance. 


Mr. King’s Statement 


The dark clouds now lengthening over 
Eufope have cast their shadow over Can- 
ada as can be seen from the statement by 
Mr. Mackenzie King Wednesday after- 
noon. Only the fact that the federal cab- 
inet is already clothed by statute with 
power to take instant and drastic action 
to control our national life in the event of 
a sudden outbreak of war, has prevented 
parliament from being called to endow it 
with such extraordinary prerogatives. 

But if a turn for the worse iakes place, 
and it seems as if all chance of a peaceful 
solution is at an end, Mr. King promises 
to summon an emergency meeting of the 
House of Commons, at the shortest notice, 
to formulate Canada’s stand in these som- 
bre days. 

The prime minister spoke for all Can- 
adians when he voiced the hope the 
scourge of war would not come upon the 
world. He equally spoke for them when 
he pointed the grave issues which now 
threaten freedom and drew attention to 
a conflict Canada cannot ignore. By 
quoting the exact words used by Britain 
to Germany in her official statement of 
policy, Mr. King implicitly associated this 
country with the British government in 
feeling “there is nothing in the difficulties 
that have arisen between Germany and 
Poland which would justify the use of 
force involving a European war with all 
its tragic consequences.” The British 
statement recognized that a war between 
Germany and Poland would not be limited 
to those two countries but would be in 
reality a “European war with all its tragic 
consequences,” a war from which neither 
Britain nor France could long abstain. 

It was not for Mr. King to say what 
Canada would do in such an emergency. 
Parliament alone can decide. Should it 
be convened in urgent session, the gov- 
ernment will then lay its policy before it 
for analysis and endorsation. 

A hopeful sign is that Dr. Manion, the 
Conservative leader, is showing the same 
readiness to co-operate with the prime 
minister as he did during the September 
crisis. It has been Canada’s happy ex- 
perience that when the ominous challenge 
of a war comes, party differences are 
swallowed up in a larger national unity. 
Thus Laurier assured Sir Robert Borden 
that Canada spoke with one voice when 
the great war began. It is to be expected 
other political leaders will folow Dr. Man- 
ion’s example, and, in giving expression to 
any legitimate convictions they may hold, 
they still will act in such a way that the 
national unity of this country may be 
strengthened for any danger that may lie 
ahead, and not be split into factions be- 
cause of it. 


President Roosevelt's Position 


All who remember the effect of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's message to Hitler at the 
time of the Czech crisis last year may be 
excused for wondering why he has delayed 
issuing a similar appeal now. The answer 
is that the action recently taken by Con- 
gress to modify the terms of the neutral- 
ity bill had, in his own words, tied his 
hands and left him with “scarcely any 
power to make an American effort to pre- 
vent an outbreak of war.” 

Restive previously under these restric- 
tions, the President may safely be assumed 
now to be waiting for an opportunity to 
exercise the more general powers of his 
office to intervene in the German-Polish 
dispute, when such help may do the most 
good to the cause of peace. He is not the 
man to do nothing while the world may 
stagger into a brutal calamity. 

The whole controversy over the neu- 
trality bill shows how piece-meal and in- 
effective a bit of legislation it is. It is not 
a clear-cut, carefully thought out pro- 
gram. Rather is it a sort of bungling im- 
provisation to suit changing events. The 
first neutrality bill was passed during the 
clear of a conflict that seemed definitely 
to be a European quarrel and no concern 
of her own. Since then, the act has been 
revised several times, always in the light 
of a special situation, and without much 
greater clarity being given to the broad 
principles of American foreign policy, 80 
that today even legal experts are hard put 
to say just what America can do or can- 
not do in war-time. 

One thing is plain. The American 
Congress forbade the President to make 
any distinction between an aggressor 
state and the victims of aggression. He 
is to look upon the world with the impar- 
tiality of a recording angel. At the same

Geography—every capital and key city in 
Europe and many in Asia and Africa; complete 
details of their locations, harbors, sea and land 
defences, railroads, highways, canals, power 
houses, gas plants, water supply, dams, bridges, 
tunnels and food warehouses, rivers, mountain 
passes, roadways, army posts, munition works, 
Stee] plants, oi] supplies, mines and factories. 
All this to be memorized.

The above is not all. He must have fluency 
in at least four languages and more if possible; 
general knowledge of mechanics, applied 
physics, chemistry, new inventions, current 
politics and trade conditions. From highly 
specialized text-books, constantly revised, he 
must be master of make-up, 
physiognomy, photography, 
fingerprinting, handwriting, 
iock-breaking, codes and 
cipher systems. He must be expert in handling

Current Comment 


Good Outlook 


Saskatoon can feel considerable satisfec- 
tion in the condition of the crops in its district 
for they are decidedly of good yield and seem- 
ingly excellent quality. On an average, ob- 
servers say, they will run about 20 or 22 bushels 
to the acre, or considerably above the long- 
term average for the whole of the province. 

For the province as a whole the position is 
not as good. With the exception of the Saska- 
toon area and another area in the south, the 
yield will be below the long-term average of 
16% bushels to the acre, although it will be 
considerably better than last year. 

In one large section of the province the 
crop is rated a total loss and the district is 
already classified under the acreage assistance 
scheme put through Parliament by Mr. Gardiner 
this year. That assistance will have the oppor- 
tunity to prove its value; certainly it will relieve 
what otherwise would have been a very dis- 
tressing condition. 

On the whole, the outlook in the Saskatoon 
area js fairly satisfactory. There will be a good 
crop to move and there will be a revenue from 
it to spend, a revenue of considerable size be- 
cause of the price guarantees that are in effect. 
And very little of it will be drained off this 
year before it has a chance to circulate. —Sas- 
katoon Star-Phoeniz. 


Some Bath Tub Problems 


The whole subject of bathtubs requires re- 
vision and stabilization. It is difficult to 
approach the question without qualms, for 
domestic interests are so profoundly involved 
that nothing can be done without full approval 
from the domestic authority. The subject has 
obtained a new interest from the fact that 
metal tubs have been placed on the market, and 
the difficulty of deciding between metal and 
porcelain or some similar material is now open. 

The standing objection to porcelain is, 
naturally, its belligerent alliance with soap, 
when the combination is liable to upset any 
given unit. There is also the standing diffi- 
culty of the inadjustability of the present mode 
in bathtubs, so that between the very large 
and commodious tub, where diminutive persons 
may readily drown, and the shortened tub of 
limited fluid capacity, where those of extensive 
figure may come to a fatal end through cramps, 
no happy medium seems at present to be 
possible. 4 

With the new metal article there may be 
developed a method by which the tub may be 
shortened or elongated as desired, so as to serve 
all types of bathers. All new types of bathtubs, 
however, should possess a sturdy receptacle for 
soap, where it may be placed when not actually 
in attrition, for the disappearance of the soap 
and the difficulty of recovery in opaque water 
is a scientific problem that needs not only the 
best brains for its solution, but an equanimity 
that perhaps only science, in the end, can 
achieve.—From the Hamilton Spectator.

Most Holdings of Old Crop 


Cash Wheat Now 
Disposed Of 


OTTAWA, Aug, 4.—The Cana- 
dian wheat board had disposed of 
most of its holdings of old crop 
cash wheat, George Mclvor, 
chairman of the board said today. 
“The fact the board has lightened 
its sales of cash wheat has nothing | 
said. “The reason it has lightened 
its sales is that its old stocks of 
cash wheat have been largely 
cleaned up and the new stocks from | 
the present crop are not yet avail- 
able. 

“There has been no change in 
the marketing policy of the board. 
We are still selling wheat, particu- 
larly futures.” 


IN CONFERENCE 


Mr. Melvor and Dr. T. W. Grind- 
ley, secretary of the board, arrived 
in Ottawa today from Winnipeg and 
at once went into a conference with 
Hon, W. D, Euler, trade minister. 
It was learned the conference was 
to consider the work of the interna- 
tonal wheat committee which met 
recently in London to canvass the 
possibilities of a conference on 
wheat quotas. 

Mr. MclIvor thought the futures 
the Winnipeg 
market up the limit of five cents 
yesterday and caused another big 
jump today rather than the action 
of the board in lightening its offers 
of cash wheat. 


WHEAT IN STORE 

Canadian wheat in store on Aug. 
18 was placed at 95,578,413 bushels 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics].
